SKETCH OF THE MISSIONS OF THE 
UNITED BRETHREN. 


Written by the Poet Montgomery. 


In 1734, some brethren among, the In- 
dians of North Americas bOtrs, their 
trials, their sufferings, and their success, were 
extraordinary even in missionary history Ma- 
ny thousands of these roving and turbulent sa 
vages, of all others perhaps the most haughty 
and untractable, were converted from the errour 
of their ways and adorned the doctrine of God 
their “aviour, both in their lives and by their 
deaths. Gn one occasion, ninety-six men, wo- 
men, and children being treacherously made 
prisoners by a white banditti, and marched away 
from their peaceful habitations and beloved 
teachers, were scalped and tomahawked in cold 
blood; and, according to the tesimony of their 
murderers,with their latest breath gave affecting 
evidence of their faith, At another time eleven 
Missionaries, male and female, were burnt alive 
in their dwellings, or massacred and thrown 
back into the flames, in attempting to escape, by 
a troop of Indians in the French service:* Ip 
the Jate war, also, the Bretbren’s settlement at 
Fairfield in Canada, was plundered and burnt 
to the ground, by the American army under Ge- 
neral Harrison. A Missionary and his wife ac 
companied the Christian Indians on their flight, 
who endured for more than two years the most 
deplorable privation with unshaken resignation, 
thankful to God that they had yet the bread of 
life, and the means of grace, when they had 
scarcely any other comfort left. 

In no instance did the word ofsalvation reach 
the consciences of the wild Indians with greater 
power, or more strikingly display its saving effi 
cacy, than in the case of Tschoop. Before his 
conversion, he was distinguished by every act of 
outrage and sin, and had even crippled himself 
by iis debaucheries; but now the lon was tam- 
ed, and the slave of sin and the devil became 
the child of God, and a preacher of righteous- 
ness to his countrymen. The account he once 
gave of his conversion will best elucidate the 
striking change wrought in him. ‘Brethren,’ 
said he, ‘I have been a heathen and have grown 
oldamongst them:therefore,! know how heathens 
‘think. Once a preacher came, and began to ex 
plain to us that there wasa God. We answered, 
dost thou think us so ignorant asgnorto know 
that? “Return to the place from whence thou 
camest. Then again another preacher came, 
and said, You must not get drunk, nor steal, nor 
lie, &&. We answered, thou fool, doest thou 
think us ignorant of this? Learn first thyself, 
and then teach the people to whom thou belong 
est to leave otf these things: for who steai, lie, 
or are more drunken than thine own people?— 
And thus we‘dismissed him. After some time, 
Brother Rauch came into my hut, sat down and 
spoke nearly as follows:—‘l am am come to you 
in the name of the Lord of heaven and of 
earth, he sends to let you know that he will 
make you happy and deliver you from the misery 
in which you lie at present. For this end he 
became a man, gave his life a ransom, and shed 
his blood for sinners, &c.? When he had finish 
ed his discourse, he lay down fatigued with his 
journey, and fell into a sound sleep. Tihought, 
what kind of man is this?) There he lies and 
sleeps: I might kill him, and throw him into the 
wood, and who would regard it? But this gives 
him no concern; however, [I could not forgei 
his words; they consiantly recurred to ny mind. 
Even, when asleep I dreamt of the blood ot 
Christ shed for us, I found thisto be widely dif 
ferent from any thing! had heard before, &1 inter 
preted Rauch’s words to the other Indians.— 
Thus, through the grace of God, an awakening 
coinmenced among us. I say, therefore, breth 
ren, preach Christ our Saviour, and his suffer- 
ings and death, if you would wish your word to 
gain entrance among the heathen.” 

In 1737, George Schmidt settled in South Af.- 
rica and built himself a hut, and cleared a piece 
of ground near Serjeant’s River. 
inpossible to learn the Hottentot language, he 
set resolutely upon the task of teaching the bar 
barians his own. Ue soon so won the affections 
of these rude people, that many became willing 





* Some particulars of this tragical scene were related by 
a sister who was almost miraculously preserved.—-A cruel 
Indian war, occasioned by the contest between the English 
and French had broken out, spreading terror and confusion 
through the whole country. ‘Late in the evening of the 24th 
of November, 1755, wile the missionaries were at supper, 
their attention was suddenly roused,-by the continual bark- 
ing of dogs, which was followed by a report ofa gun. On 
opening the door of the mission-house, they observed a par- 
ty of hostile Indians, standing before the house with their 
pieces pointed towards the door. On its being opened they 
immediately fired, and Martin Vitsehman was killed on the 
spot, Hiswife and some others were wounded, but ran up 
stairs into the garret, and barricaded the door with bed 
steads. Hither the savages pursued them; but not being able 
to open the door, they set fire to the house, which was soon 
enveloped in flames. Brother Fabricius, in attempting to 
make his escape, was perceived by the Indians and instantly 
wounded by two balls. They then seized him, and having 
despatched him with their hatehets, took his scaJp, and left 
him dead on the ground. Eleven persons belonging to the 
wission were burnt alive, among whom was achild only 15 
months old. Sister Senseman, already surrounded by, the 
flames, was heard to exclaim, ‘Tis ali well, dear Saviour: 
expected nothing else.’ The murderers now set fire to the 
barns and stables, by which all the corn, hay, and cattle 
were consumed; and having made @ hearty neal, departed. 
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scholars, and made proficiency in learning the 
scriptures. In the course of seven years he bap- 
tized seven persons, who gave proof of their 
change of heart and life. But owing to some 
difficulties that arose at that period he went to 
Europe {o.obtain assistance and to procure pow- 
ers from the Dutch Government to pursue his 
peaceful ministry. ‘These were denied, and he 
was never perinitted to go back to the colony. 
His heart, however,was among his Hottentots till 
the hour of his death: be was wont to consecrate 
a part ofevery day to secret intercession with 
the Lord in their behalf, and it isrecorded, that 
he was at length found a corpse in the preform- 
ance of this duty. Meanwhile, though his 
scholars and converts kept together for some time 
expecting his return, they were in the sequel 
lost among their countrymen; and during fifty 
years, according to human apprehensions, his la- 
bouts seemed to have been in vain, and his pray- 
ers unanswered. Butat the end of that interval 
the Brethren were enabled to send three men of 
like spirit with George Schmidt to the Cape 
of Good Hope,with the permission of the Dutch 
Government. They found the spot which he 
had cultivated: the ruins of his hut were yet vi- 
sible, but his garden was run to waste and tae 
whole valley was suc’s ahaunt of wild beasts. 
that-it was called Bavian’s K!oo!(Baboon’s Glen.) 
The New Missionaries, however, took possession 
of it, expelled these intruders, gethered the. [ot 

tentots to hear the word of God, and taught their 
children to read it, under the shade of @ magni- 
ficent pear-tree, planted by their predecessor 

which was still in full vigour and bearing. But 
this tree and its fruits were pot all that remained 
ofthe good man’s labours—ao aged blind wo 

man, who had been one of his converts, being 
traced out, produced a Dutch Testament, wiich 
he had given her when he left Africa, and which 
she had kept as her greatest treasure, carefully 
wrapt up in two sheep skins. A young Hotten- 
tot woman was in the havit or reading occasion- 
ally from this Look of hers;and this young wo- 
man became one of the earliest converts of the 
three Brethren. In that place (since called 
Gnadenthal) there is now a flourishing congre 

gation of Hottentots, and ata considerable dis 

tance another, (Groenekloof,) which is also 
greatly prospering. 

A third settlement has been lately begun, un 
der thé encouragement of the Britis “govern 
ment, on the White River, near the borders of 
Caffraria. The afflictive disaster that befel this 
settlement, in its destruction by a horde of Caff 
re savages, is well known to those who are at all 
acquainted with the progress of the Brethren’s 
Missions. By the return of peace, the Brethren 
have been enabled to resume their post; but the 
devastation was so complete, that much greater 
expense and labour will be required to re esta 
blish the settlement than was necessary at its 
first formation. [ts inhabitants are increasing, 
and itis beginning to assume the beautiful ap- 
pearance of the two former stations, which ac- 
cording to the testimony of both friends and ene 
mies to Missionary exertions, are like the gar- 
d-n of the Lord in the midst of the wilderness— 
the Hottentots themselves being as much chang- 
ed in their babits, manners, & minds, as the face 
of their country has been improved by industry 
and skill. The change which has taken place 
in their hearis the eye of God alone can see in 
all its aspects, and contemplate in all its issues; 
butit is sufficiently obvious to all, that the love 
of Christ has subdued their natural character, 
and has brought their affections and their under- 
standings into obedience to himself.

THE REV. MR. STANFORD’S REPORT

ministerial services,performed inthe Alms house, 
and other pJaces more immediately under your 
charge The performance of this duty to you. 
seconds an admonition in my own breast, that 
my days, almost numbering seventy years, are 
rapidly hastening to their finai period, whea I 
shall be required to give up my account to the 
Supreme Judge,for my many years labour which 
has been enjoined upon me, among the poor 
and unfortunate in this city. 

KEPORT For 1823, 

Bellerue— Alms House—The chapel in this in 
stitution has been regularly supplied, morning 
and afternoon during the year, except one ser- 
vice on an afternuon, No class of people esti- 
mate the value of such religions privileges more 
highly than do a considerable number of the 
poor inthis public habitation. The assembly at- 
tend withserionsaess and devotion; while ma 
ny express their gratitude for the instruction and 
consolation they receive under their pressure o/ 
age, poverty and pain—The singing has improv- 
ed by afew paupeis forming .a choir in the 
front gallery. Immediately afier service inthe 
morning, | attend the Penitentiary, where pine 
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parations are made, and I dutiver a discourse to 
the male convicts, who enjoy that privilege io 
rotation, according tothe number of their hall, 
at the same time conducting themselves with - 
good propriaiy. Afternoon, perform service a- 
gain in the Chapel.—-Twic®9if¥ moath. imme- 
diately after the sermon, f publicly examine the 
children ia their catechism. 
Visits on Friday. 

Hospitals--The first and principal objects 
which engage my attention are the sick in the 
two hospitals. Here { usually find a variety of 
cases, diseases ofthe body, accompanied with 
those of the mind, the greater part of which are 
produced by idleness, intemperance and other 
evi: Sabits. Here also the aged and infirm find 
their last bed in lite—expire, and are removed 
tothe bedof death. Nor is it unusual here to 
meet with depraved youths, who by profligacy 
had worn down their constitutions, and Jiteratly 
‘had not lived out half their days.» To each 
of these afilictive cases, after having attempted 
to probe the wounds of sin, I announce the heal- 
ing balm of the everlasting gospel; and in some 
instances, [ presume to hope, the great physi- 
cian of value, has applied the remedy, and grant- 
ed salvation tothe soul, 

Main Building —Here, | visitas many wards 
as the remainder of the morning may admit. As... 
in some of these rooms there are a number of 
aged and infirm persons, incapable of attending 
worship in the chapel, to them I occasionally 
deliver a discourse in the hope of their instruc- 
tion and consolation, while under the pains and 
infirmities of dissolving nature. En one of those 
wards, a short time since, died Rebecca Rich- 
ards, said by a geutleman who knew her family, 
to have been in the 102d year of ber age. 

Penitentiary,—At 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
the Females ave collected in the large ward.— 
To them [ deliver a discourse, and however 
rough they may be in their general habits, during 
service, they invariably conduct with that pro» 
priety and attention which merit commendation, 
Of the School for boys ia this department, at 
present, little can be communicated. During 
part of the year, we had moderate teachers; but 
frequently such persons are difficult to be obtaine 
ed. Besides, a maierial part of the time, the 
boys have been employed in the manufactory.—- 
There are now in the prison 20 criminal boys, 
and tenwho-are vagrants, 

Maniac Department,—However unpromis- 
ing my efforts, I still persevere in performing 
worship with this forlorn class. Though some 
of them are next to idiots,others afford me eheer- 
ing hope that they have some idea of what is de- 
livered; and, by their gestures indicate that they 
are not altogether insensible of their God. The 
Maker of the mind ean alone restore its lapsed 
powers to “pluck from the memory a rooted 
sorrow, raze out the written trouble of the brain,, 
and with some sweet oblivious antidote cleanse 
the foul bosom «cf that perilous stuff whicl: 
weighs upon the heart.” And the same God, 
too, can bless means to accomplish the end. 

The Alms House School, has recently been Te~ ee 
organized on the Lancasterian plan; and St 
bly it may take some short time in order t? pro~ 
duce a correct opinion of its advantages... I ; ur~ 
pose visiting this school as often as possible, and 
occasionally delivering to the children a short ad» 
dress, with a view to their instruction and ene 
couragement; [ sti!] continue to examine a por- 
tion of them ia their catechism. The number of 
children in this school, belonging to the Alims- 
House, only, is as follows, boys 340, girls $2-~ 
total 422 

Bridewell,-This habitation for partial confine- 
ment, I visiton Thursday: not only to attend on 
any who may be sick, but to deliver a discourse 
to the unhappy females in the Long Room.— 
Some of those poor creatures, by their attention 
and tears, give intimation of their feeling under 
the pressure of their misfortunes, and desire for 
consolation. While others, rooted. in. criminal 
habits and accustomed to Bridewell walls, take 
their temporary confinement here, as on: their 
usual way to the penitentiary. Johnson,the mur- 
derer, having confessed his crime, tehim, Phave: 
deemed it a duty to make my ministerial visits: 

Debtor's Prison, —This Jail also, F visit every 
Thursday. Few, comparatively, have been its- 
inmates this year. Still when they are dis- 
posed to attend, I perform service in the chapel. 

It would be an expression of injustice to: my- 
self, were I not to acknowledge the very friend- 
ly attention which L have invariably received 
from those gentlemen, whom you have anpoint- 
ed as Officers in those Institutions. And, while 
duty compels me to express the feellings of my 
breast, L must equally confess the advantages. 
which it affords me in the more cheerful diseharge:

JOURNAL OF REV. ROBERT M. LAIRD. 
Sault de Ste Marie, Michigan Territory. 

October 14. Find myself growin © siuch better 
in health. Visited two familics—one in the camp, 
and one in the village. Ascertained that the lati- 
tude of this Post is about 46° 30’ 

15. Dined with the Commanding Officer. The 
éompany was large. During the time of my stay, 
I neither saw nor heard any thing improper. I 
was requested by the Major to ask a blessing, and 
also to give thanks. To-day I learned, that old 
Father Henrupin had a missionary station and a 
church on this very spot, about 150 years ago.— 
The repository of the déad, however, is the only 
remaining vestige of the establishment. The fear- 
ful inroads of the small-pox drove the missiona- 
ries away. 

16. Conversed with an individual, who has hi- 
thertoled a very careless life. Had reason to hope 
that the conversation would resultin good. 

19, Sabbath. Preached at half past ten in the 
school-room. The congregation was small; ow- 
ing to the great unfavourableness of the morning 
It was however attentive and solemn. At twoo’- 
clock 1 preached in the quarters of the second 
company. The men were exceedingly attentive. 
We have as yet had no singing in our afternoon 
service; because no one will undertake to lead. I 
am informed, however, thata numberof the men 
can sing; and when I find them out, I -will persuade 
them to attemptit. It seems that a number of the 
soldiers are Catholics, and are conscientiously scru- 
pulous about hearing me preach. The command. 
ing Officer has very properly foreborne to compel 
their attendance. 

20. Visited two families, and endeavoured to 
give the conversation as much of a religious turn 
as possible. Learned that a number of the offi- 
cers were together, last evenings and had a 'ong 
conversation on religion, in a serious way. O 
that this and some other favourable appearances 
might be as the sound of a wind which is to prove 
the harbinger of a plentiful shower! 

21 ° Heard to day some pleasing information re- 
specting the effect of the forenoon sermon on Sab- 
bath. The gentleman who keeps the store in the 
camp was induced to attend church. The text was 
Proverbs 29: 1. I was solemn and endeavoured to 
be plain. The person alluded to, spoke to Mr. 
Beiker to-day in regard to his religious exercises. 
Said he, “I was much affected on Sabbath by the 
sermon. Every word which Mr. L. said, was true 
Jt suited my case, and I acknowledge myself anx- 
tous about the salvation of my soul.” This gen- 
tleman is going to spend the winter at Utica, He 
assured Mr. Beiker, that he would attend to his 
eternal concerns. It was also pleasing to find that 

the major, this day, issued an order, that hereafter 
the store incamp should not be opened on the Sab 
bath day. Mr. Beiker says, he never knew such 
a prohibition to be issued before. 

22. Visited two families. Conversed with a 
soldier on the subject of religion. Warned him 
of the danger of impenitency. 

23. Conversed with a soldier to-day in reference 
tothe frequent perusal of the Bible. He objected 
that they were so busy, that he had no time for 
reading. I convinced him, however,at length,that 
he might redeem ten minutes a day, for that pur- 

ose, if he had the desire. He acknowledged that 
it was very reasonable, that we should diliy«ntly 
read a book, whose author was God, and whose 
contents were unspeakably interesting to us. 

24. Had some conversation with a pious sol- 
dier, 
noon sermon, on last Sabbath. 
some of the worst men in the company «ppeared 


to be impressed. When get into my own“Quat- 
ters,’ I design to invite the soldiers to visit me, 
for the purpose of conversation, where their minds 


are anxious. 


I frequently mcet with companies of the natives 


wandering about the village and camp, in misera 
ble plight. I have several times spoken to them 


He thinks that good was done by the after- 
He states that 


to reply. A few days ago a number of them pro- 
cured aquantity of whiskey. The consequence 
was a frolic and a violent quarrel, in which one 
man was killed! The murderer runs at large. His 
life, however, is liable to be taken, any moment 
by any relative of the deceased who may think 
proper to avenge his death. This is an establish- 
ed custom among them; and I am informed that 
the murderer makes no resistance, but submits 
cheerfully to his fate. It is quite lately that a squaw 
in this neighbourhood killed another, who lived in 
the same wigwam with herself. She afterwards 
deliberately dragged the dead body to the edge of 
the river, and buried it in the sand. Such instances 
are numerous. 

sé. Sabbath. Preached in the forenoon in the 
school-house. The congregation was large, and 
solemn. Some wept. I was pleased to see three 
persons there from the village; whom I had exhort- 
ed to attend the preceding week. Preached in the 
afternoon to the soldiers. The commanding Off- 
cer and some others as usual attended. A number 
of the soldiers’ wives were also present. All were 
attentive. Two or three men appeared affected. 
27. Visitedtwo familes. Was cheered in the 
evening by the pleasing intelligence that Mr. Fer- 
ry had returned to Mackina, about ten days ago. 
—The Mission Family at Fort Gratiot will follow 
him in the spring. 

29. - Spoke to some Indians in the neighbour- 
hood of the camp. They understood, however, 
only a few words of English—manifested much 
good nature, and appeared to regret that they 
could not comprehend the meaning of what was 
said. 
30. Visited one family in the forenoon; and 
had a delightful interview with a Christian friend. 
Took tea in the evening at the commanding Offi 
cer’s, Thecompany was large. 1 felt anhappy: 
because scarce one opportunity offered of speak- 
ing a word for the cause of my Master. 

31. Paid one family-visit. 

November 1. One of the soldiers having lost a 
child, he requested me to attend atone o’cleck to- 
day; and perform some religious exercises. I com- 
plied. The room was well filled. Some were 
present, whom I had not seen outbefore. I offer- 
ed prayer, and made an address suited to the oc- 
casion. The people were attentive. 

2. Sabbath. Preached as usualin the school- 
room, at half past ten—congregation thin. Preach- 
ed at two o’clock in the quarters of the men—3 
officers attended. All appeared solemn. Some of 
the soldiers never diverted their eye from me, dur- 
ing the whole discourse. 

3. Held the monthly concert at Mr. Beiker's 
quarters. Only six or seven were present. 

5. Paid one family-visit. 

6. Visited at five places. Conversed with an 
anxious person in the village. He and his wife 
are both seeking the salvation of their souls. 

7. Visited four rooms of the soldiers, Distri- 
buted tracts amongst them; and added a few words 
of exhortation Some of them acknowledged, that 
they thought it highly desirable to be religious. 

8, Conversed with a soldier and his wife. They 
said, they felt that they were sinners; and were 
sometimes alarmed for their eternal welfare. 

9. Sabbath. Preached in the school-room at 
the usual hour. Congregation considerable; in- 
cluding many officers and their ladies; some citi- 
zens; a few soldiers, and the children of soldiers. 
They were attentive; three or four ladies, who are 
non professors, were observed to. weep very muci 
during the discourse. At two o’clock preached 
in the quarters of the men. A great number 
attended; and were still during the exercises. 

10. Visited the soldiers in three of their quar- 
ters; and distributed sometracts. Forty-nine re- 
cruits had arrived at the Post, the day preceding. 
One of the detachment was lost overboard on Lake 
Huron. I laid hold of this circumstance in one 
of the quarters where some of the recruits were; 
they appeared solemn, and acknowledged that 
they felt grateful to God for his undeserved mer 
cy in sparing their lives. In the afternoon, I went 
to the village; and visited three French Catholic 
families. They received me pretty well. I left 
tracts amongst them. There was usuatly one 
member of the family, who understood something 
of the English language, and he interpreted my 
remarks: they generally exclaimed, when they 
were told the purport of what I said; ‘O very good.’ 
I met with an individual from the Canada side, to 
whom I gave a tract. 

12. Visited the Hospital. About fifteen were 
there. exhorted them in the most familiar man- 
ner, for ten or fifteen minutes. They had a large 
quantity of good tracts amongst them; and a num- 
ber of Bibles, Hymn-books, &c. Went also to the 
soldiers’ quarters, and pressed them to read the 
Scriptures. 

16. Sabbath. Preached in the school-room at 
half pastten. The congregation was quite large; 
and I cannot complain of any inattention. In the 
afternoon divine service was held in the quarters 
of the men. A great number were present. Satan, 
however, was permitted to annoy us, in various 
ways. At length the fire fell down, atd rendered 
the room so warm and so full of smoke, that I was 
unable to speak; and had to close the discourse ten 
ot fifteen minutes, before I intended. 

17. Visited a family in the village. The con- 
versation, during most of the evening, related to 
the evidences of the truth of the Christian religion. 
One individual was present who seemed rather to 
dispute the point of theer being enough of evidence 
to satisfy a candid mind, ‘The Lord enabled me 
to enter intothe subject with a degree of readiness, 
clearness and force, that I had never before ex- 
perienced. After about one hour’s conversation, 
my principal opponent seemed to acquiesce in the 
justness of my remarks; and confessed his igno- 
rance of the subject. I then turned to the whole 
circle of the campany; and with solemnity and feel-

In the afternoon, I visited 
among the villagers: two French families (Catho- 
lics) consented to receive Bibles (French)from me. 
Also two Americans are to call at my “quarters” 
soon for Bibles. One of these men was brought 
up in ourchurch in Massachusetts. He states that 
his parents are pious; and gave him much reli- 
gious instruction in his boyhood. But for 5 years 
he has heard preaching only three or four times; 
and has read the Bible none: I was hawever pleas- 
ed with the conviétion of the importance of reli- 
gion which he manifested. In the evening,I was 
annoyed a little with the head-ache—our usual 
complaint at this place, when winter sets in. It is 
remarkable,that almost every person Aere, is trou- 
bled with that severe pain, during the month of 
November. Late atnight 2 soldiers called at my 
quarters, One of them has been pious for some 
time. The other is deeply solicitous about the 
salvation of his soul. He Kas till lately been one 
of the most abandoned men in the detachment.— 
But unless I am deceived, the Holy Spirit has 
commenced a good and a glorious work in his case. 
He promised to call again to-morrow. He teaches 
the Post-school; and is a man of considerable in- 
telligence.—“My soul doth magnify the Lord; and 
my spirit rejoices in God my Saviour.” May I 
have many such visitors before long. 
19. (Early in the morning.) The pious soldier 
who was with me last evening states, that his com 
rade ventures to think, that he experienced a 
change of heart, whilst he was in my room. He 
says that when I spoke of the suitableness of 
Christ to save those who trust in him, he had over- 
powering views of the love of God and the conde- 
scension of the Saviour; and before he rose from 
the chair he was happy and tranyuil in his mind.

MISSOURI BIBLE SOCIETY. 
The Fifth Annual Report of the Managers of 
this Institution has been recently publistied in 
the Missouri Republican We make the follow 
ing extract to show that Christians in the distant 
and growing state of Missouri are using some 
laudable exertions to supply the destitute inhabi- 
tants with the precious word of lite. The po- 
pulation is rapidly increasing» And while mul 
titudes in that extensive region are destitute of 
the ministrations of the Gospel, there is reason 
to apprehend that they are very partially suppli 
ed with the Scriptures of truth Ifthe Missouri 
Bible Society, by instituting an inquiry, could 
ascertain the wants of that state, and the adjoin- 
ing state of Hlinois, all necessary assistance in 
supplying them would doubtless be afforded by 
ae American and other Bible Societies. —Chris 
uans of different denominations are united in the 
Missouri Bible Society, Stephen Hempstead, 
Esq. is President, Rev. John M. Peck one of 
the Vice Presidents, Rev. Salmon Giddings (of 
St. Louis) Secretary and Treasurer, and Rev. 
James Keyte one of the Directors. 

“While it is with regret (says the Report) the 
Managers find occasion to mention that the So- 
ciety’s efforts have been so limited, compared 
with the importance and extent of the field it 
occupies, they are bound to rejoice that so inuch 
has been aocomplished already in producing a 
wider circulation of the Scriptures in this state, 
and the adjoining one of I}linois. Nor have the 
exertions ofthe Board been confined wholly to 
the two states. ‘The military post at Fort Arm- 
strong and the village of Prairie Du Chien have 
been partly supplied trom the Society’s deposi 
tory ‘The establishment of a branch deposito- 
ry at Little Rock in the Arkansas Territory, as 
recommended by the society at the last meeting, 
owing to the wantof snfficient means of convey- 
ance, has not been etle-ted. Branch deposito- 
ries have been made at Chariton, and in Cape 
Girardeau, in this state. Edwardsville, Roek 
Spring, and Shoal Creek, in Illinois. Since the 
commencement of the operations of the society, 
there have been received from the Parent Soci: 
cty 500 English and 50 French Bibles, and 500 
English and 100 Spanish ‘Testaments, as dona- 
tions, ani 400 Bibles and 1179 Testaments, on 
deposit for sale. Since the commencement of 
our efforts there have been 913 Pibles and Tes- 
taments sold and gratuitously bestowed on needy 
persons, and Suuday Schools, from the general 
and branch depositories, including a number at 
the vranch depositories left on hand at the time 
of the last annual meeting, which were not enu- 
merated inthe report. There igin the treasury 
$76 in specie, and $33 in depreciated paper.”’

Mayor's Court forthis city commence 
le ob the 9th inst. Charles Shaler, Esq. 
the "Recorder, with the Mayor, and Aldermen 
Pentland, Leckey, and Hannen, presiding. — 
John Hamilton, alias John Powell, was indict 
ed for the larceny of one pair of shoes. He was 
found guilty, but acquitted on the ground of his 
idiotisim, of which some evidence was produc- 
g.-George Norris, an aged waterman, was tri- 
a for larceny of silver p:ate, wearing apparel, 
&e. committed in 1519. A large part of this pro 
erty was found in November last, when search 
was instituted for the discovery of property sto- 
jen at the time of the distressing fire with which 
this city was visited. The prisoner was found 
guilty; but the court, from regard to his age and 
former good character, sentenced him to no se- 
yerer punishment than one year’s imprisonment 
in the county jail. —William Roney and Abra- 
ham Vandivener were indicted for an outrageous 
assault and battery on John H. Thornton, by 
which he lost an eye. Roncy having made his 
escape, Vandivener alone was tried, but the evi- 
dence was deemed insufficent for his conviction. 
John Sloan was indicted for barrelry stirring up 
suits and quarrels at law or otherwise; but the 
evidence was not sufficient to convict him.—Jo- 
seph Smiley, aged 25 or 24, was indicied for 
the larceny of the same & goods chattels for the 
stealing of which Nerris was convicted. He was 
found guilty and sentenced to a confinement of 
jeopoars in the penitentiary —Francis Rich- 
ards, a black man, of bad character, was indict- 
ed for keeping a disorderly house; was convict: 
ed; and, for this offeace, and for an assault and 
battery on a Woman, of which he had also been 
convicted, was sentenced to the county jail for 
seven months.—-The Grand Jury* presented the 
preseni state of the County Jail as a public nui- 
sance, and recommended to the County Com- 
missioners and City Councils, the establishment 
of atread mill.—A more detaled account of the 
proceedings of the Court is found in the States- 
mau of last week. 








WESTERN ABOLITION SOCIETY. 
A society of this name was organized on the 
%th ultimo, at Washington, Pa. An able and 
appropriate address was delivered by the Rev. 
Andrew Wylie. exhibiting the  bjects proposed 
by the formation of the contemplated society 
The draft of a Constitution was produced and 
read, and upwards of fifty persons were enrolled 
as members of the suciety —The const (ution, 
address, and some resolutions passed at the 
meeting, are published in the Washington pa- 
pers. The Rev. Obadiah Jennings was Chair- 
mao,and the Rev John Graham Secretary of 
the meeting The objects of the society, as stat: 
ed in Mr Wylie’s address, are, ‘tin the first 
place, toadopt and pursue measures to prevent 
persons of colour trom being held in temporary 
bondage, under the existing laws of this state; 
infhe <econd place,to prevent free p» rsons of co 
lour from being feloniously carried away & sold 
as slaves,out of the limits of the state, & to pro- 
cure the deliverance of such as may be known to 
have been tlus injuriously treated; in the third 
place, to prevent, if possibl-, the recurrence of 
those spectacles, so degrading to humanity, 
which we have been frequently called to witness 
in our own streets, of men, women, and chil- 
dren, driven in chains to a distant market; and, 
lastly, to originate and carry into effect such 
plans as observation from time to time may sug 
| geet, in opposition to slavery in general, and to 
ameliorate the condition of the free people of 
colour amongst us.”’

MARQUIS LA FAYETTE. 

In the Senate, Mr. Haynes, of South Carolina. 
from the Select Committee, to whom the sub 
ject had been reterred, reported the following 
resolutions relative tothe intended visit of the 
Maquis La Fayette to ‘'e us .ied States: 

“Tle Marquis La Fayette having expressed 
his intention to revist this country: 

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled. Thatthe President be requested to 
communicate to him the assurances of grateful 
and affectionate attachment still cherished for 
him by the Government and People of the 
United States. 

And be it farther Resolved. That, whenever the 
President shall be informed of the time when 
the Marquis may be ready to embark, that a Na 
tional Ship (with suitable accommodations) be 
employed to bring him to the United States.” 

Atterthe resolutions were vead, Mr. Hayne 
made some remarks on the character of the Mar- 
quis, and the services he rendered this country 
in the war of the Revolution. He said, that 
era found him, atthe age of nineteen, in attend 
ance atthe French court. A nobleman by birth, 
of a distinguished family, and neir to a large for 
tune, and of course bred an aristocrat: he re- 
sisted the blandishments of the court, and lef: 
his kindred and native land, to fight the battles 
of freedom in America. It is stated that the 
King discouraged the enterprise and ordered 
his arrest, while the American Commissioners a 
Paris, in consequence of an unfavourable turn 
in our affairs, strongly dissuaded him from iden 
tifying his fate with ours. All were unavailing; 
he fitted out an expedition at his own expense; 
arrived at Charlesionin 1777, and was immed: 
ately appointed by Congress a Maj. General in 
the Americanarmy. “From that period, to the 
termination of the contest, be performed, with 
extraordinary zeal and fidelity, all the duties in. 
cident to his exalted station, and proved himseif, 
on all occasions, a high minded and accompish 
ed gentleman, a gallant soldier, and a consum- 
mate captain. Atthe battle cf Brandywine, he 
freely shed his blood in our service, and, in the 
campaign of 1781, he was entrusted by Washing 
ton with the command of a separate army for 
the defence of Virginia. He fulfilled that high 
duty to the perfeci satisfaction of the Command 
er in Chief, and to the admiration of the whole 
country. It is suflicient praise to say that, on 
that occasion, be, with a very inferior force, 
baffled the skill, and frastrated tie plans of the 
all accomplished Cornwallis.” 

The Marquis did not quit our shores until our 
independence Was estadished, & from that mo-

FOREIGN NEWS. 

Tie British funds were improving=3 per cent. 
consols 85}. 

Accounts have been received of the death of 
sir R. Mends, commander ofthe British naval 
forces.on the African coast. 

It is supposed that 40,000 persons, chiefly ot 
the most respectable classes, have left Spain on 
accountof the success of ‘legitimacy ” Llobe- 
ra, atthe head of 5,000 men, submitted to the 
baron @’Eroles, in Catalonia—but some bands 
still appear to hold out. 

The Greeks beat (he Turks at Lapsi, on the Ist 
Oct. and killed 2,000 of them. The Joss of the 
former was 200 men and 15 women. The Eto 
lian females have farmed a corps, and rival their 
fathers, husbands and brothers, 

A letter from Smyrita, dated, 22 Nov. has 
been received at Boston. It stafesthat a naval 
action was lately fought, in which the Greeks 
captured a sloop of war and s:verat brigs, &c. 
The sloop formerly belonged to Naw-¥ork, was 
captuted by the English and sold by then to the 
Turks. Official news of the surrendet of Co- 
rinth to the Greeks, had been received te pri- 
soners had arrived at Smyrna, under the cavitu- 
lation. This is avery important event. 

The revenue derived by Chili from the cus- 
toms and excise amount to only $1,100,000, and 
the other receipts do net exceed 200,000 more; 
ihe annual expenses are 1,563,948, besides 400- 
QUU more for interest and cliarges on the foreign 
debt; so there is an annual deficit of $666,945 

The royalists in Peru appear to have been se 
verely defeated, and to have retired far into the 
interior. Gen, Sucre had met the van guard of 
La Serna, and the latter lost from 1,00U to 
1,200 men in the affair. 

Mexico has been declared, by the congress, 
to be a federal republic, and thc first president is 
to be named by the deputies. 

Two transport ships have arrived at Barbadoes 
—They left England in company with two line 
of battle ships, and some other vessels of war, 
that were hourly expected—their object not 
known. 

7,000 individuals are confined in the prisons 
of Lisbon, for political offences. 

The population of Rome was lately ascertain 
ed to be 136,269, exclusive of about 7,000 Jews. 

The Turks are said to have gained some im- 
portant advantages in Candia. —_ Being reinfore- 
ed by the Egyptians, they left Cave, and destroy: 
ed five villages of the Greeks, killing and wound 
ing many, and carrying off 2 or S000 prisoners 
This bad news is, however, denied at Hydra, 
&c. Great preparations are making on both sides 
tor battle. 

The British areabout to raise four or five ad- 
ditional regiments. We notice the fitting out 
and sailing of several ships of war.

HARD DRINKING. 

The facilities for gratifying an appetite for 
strong drink are probably greater now, than 
they have ever been before 10 this country, and 
especially in Maine For twoor three cents a 
boy may intoxicate himself, and for five or six 
cents a man may make himself a brute, and cause 
his reason to be supplanted by demoniac pas 
sion or idiotic folly. 

There were imported into the United States in 
1822 upwards of d millions of gallons of spirits, 
the duties on which probably exceeded two mil 
lions of dollars. Besides this, there were dis. 
tilled in the saine year probably six or seven times 
as many gallons. It appears from public docu 
ments, that in the year 1510, there were distilled 
nearly 23 millions of gallons of spirits from grain 
and fruits, and nearly 3 millions of gallons of 
spirits from molasses. {a the same year the 
quaatity of molasses unported was 7,651,682 gal- 
lous, But as the quaniity imported in 1822 was 
11,990,560 gallons, it will be a fair estimate to 
reckon 4 millions of gallons of spirits distilled 
from molasses in 1822. Iftothis be added 30 
millions of gallons probably distilled from grain 
and fruits, we shall have 35 milhons of gallons 
distilted and 5 millions imported, making in the 
whole FORTY MILLIONS of gallons of SPI- 
RITS for the consumption of the virtuous citizens 
of the American Republic during the last year! 
This will be four gallons to every inhabitant.— 
Dr. Seybert in his Statistical Annals reckoned 
thie quantity in 1810 at four gallons and a quar 
ter to every ighabitant, so that the foregoing es- 
timate does not render the gtate of our country 
more disgraceful and terrifying now, than iis 
atatein 1810,

But asthe lovers of strong drink do not care 
for any of these things, and will uot abstain in 
order to save their country, nor in order to save 
a miserable world; it is worthy of inquiry by our 
enlightened statesmen, by whose wisdom our 
public laws are enacted whether they, who will 
drink, might not be compelled to pay something, 
into ihe public treasury for the joys of intem- 
perance, whether the facilties for procuring spi- 
ritous liquors might not be diminished,and wheth- 
er drunkards might not be subjected to greater 
legal disabilities. 

liaported spirits are ased by the comparatively 
rich, and distilled by the poor. Now, if a re- 
venue of 2 millions of dollars was derived the 
last year from imported spirits, why might nota 
atill Jarger revenue be derived from a taxon dis-’ 
tilled spirits? 1 know vot the aumber of distil- 
lers by the census of 1820; butas there were a- 
bout 15,000 in the year 1815, there are now pro- 
bably 20,000, which at anaverage duty of 100 
dollars on each distillery will yield 2 millions of 
dollars; and if there are also 20,000 retailers of 
spiits, who should be required fo pay 50 dollars 
for a license, tle licences would produce a mil- 
lion of dollars; sathat here would be a revenue 
of 3 imtijions of dol!arsa year from distilled spi- 
rits. It this duty shoeld check the wide spread- 
ing evil of intemperance, rt will be so much the 
better for the country; but if this duty was dou- 
bled, there is reason to fear, that the revenue 
would continue to be great. 

Let us now see whatcan be done with the 3 
millions of dollars. It will support 15,000 com- 
monschools Or it wil open a canal of twa 
hundred miles every year, and thus soon-connect 
together all the diflerent parts of our country.
